raping in several counties in Lhe | 
Northern part of the State. 

The general committee post- 
poned the celebration in accord. 
unce with advice of County and 


State Health authorities, who are 
endeavoring to cheek the Spread 
of the dread disease by prevent- 
ig any and all public meetings 
or gatherings, Preparations, which 
were well under way, with some 
very entertaining programs al- 
ready planned, have been ordered 
halted. 

So far as has been reported, 
only one or two cases of infantile, 


parlysis have been reported in 
South Alabama, but in the North- 
ern part of the State new cases 


are being reported every day, and | 
the epidemic seems to be moving 
Southward. Last week it was 
thought that health authorities had 
succeeded in combating the dis- 
ease, but new outbreaks are 1e- 
ported every day now and more 
drastic measures may be put in 
force. 

Up to Wednesday a total of 181 
cases had been reported in the 
State, with 11 deaths, Use of a 
nasal spray which is said to be 
a pretty good preventive is rec- 
ommended, especially in those sec- 


tions adjacent to the affected 
areas. In many places far re-| 
moved from the epidemic, the 


Spray is being used regularly. 

State-wide and county - wide 
gatherings are being postponed in 
every section of the State, and in

public gatherings are being closed | 
to children.

COMPLIANCE WORK IN 1986 
FARM PROGRAM TO BEGIN 


The County Agent has received 
notice from the State Agricultural 
Conservation Committee Stating | 
that full instructions relative to 
measuring and mapping cooperat. | 
ing farms under the 1936 Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program would 
be sent to the county within a 
few days. 

The compliance work in connec- | 
tion with this year’s farm program | 
will be similar to that which has 
been required in the past. How- 
ever, this year’s work will go more 
into detail. This year's program | 
calls for a map of each cooperat- 
ing farm, The map, in addition 
fo showing the outside boundaries 
of the farm, must show the rela-| 
tive position of all fields, pastures, 
streams, roadg, buildings, woods | 
and other physical features 

It is hoped that the ownership 
map of this county made by the 
WPA can be used to an advantage | 
in establishing the outside boun- 
daries of the cooperating farms, 
If this map is not suitable for this! 
work it will be hecessary to get 
the outside boundaries of each co-! 
operating farm from tax records 
and other scurces, 

Due to the detailed map requir. 
ed this year we had hoped to use} 
the plane table method in obtain- 
ling ft, but upon investigation the 
officials found this method too ex- 
pensive. For this reason the maps 
will be sketched and all measure- 
ments made with a chain. The! 
chain method was used in the! 
county last year, 

Before a cooperating farmer can! 
| make application for his grant. this 
year a form, “Report of Perform- 
| ance,’ must be executed. Before | 
this form can be executed it will| 
be necessary to have the acre 
measurements of the following:

20TH ANNIVERSARY OF FARM 
LOAN SYSTEM CELEBRATED 

Observing this week the 20-year 
anniversary of the passing of the 
Farm Loan Act of 1916, which! 
marked the beginning of coopera- 
tive credit in the United States, 
Mr. Edward B. Green, president of | 
the Federal Land Bank of New 
Orleans, announced that the out- 
standing amount of Federal land 
bank loans in Coffee County in- 
creased from $1,354,251 in May, 
{1933, when the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration was organized, to 
$1,405,675, the face amount of the 
land bank and Land Bank Com- 
missioner loans outstanding at the 
beginning of 1936. 

“This large advance in the 
amount of loans outstanding has 
} made very little, if any, increase 
in the total overhead indebtedness 
of Coffee County tarmers,” said 
Mr. Green, “since farmers used 
about nine out of every ten dol- 
lars borrowed to pay- off already 
existing debts owed to banks, in-| 


Surance companies, merchants, | 
and other concerns and _indivi- 
duals.” 


“Since the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration undertook to reopen the 
jchannels of agricultural credit,” 
continued Mr. Green, “the out- 
standing amount of loans in Ala- 
bama have increased greatly. 
Within the past three years of its 
operation, farm foreclosure sales, 
which had increased to the high- 
est rates on record during the de- 
pression, have been cut in half. 

“The Farm Credit Administra- 
tion has reduced directly the in- 
terest rates of one in every three 
farmers with mortgages, and out 
of every $3 of interest the average 
farmer paid before refinancing, he 
now pays only $2, and keeps the 
other in his own pocket. The to- 
tal interest saving to Alabama and 
Louisiana farmers as a result of 
refinancing amounts to thousands 
of dollars a year.”

Alabama Publie Service Commis- 
ion approved new low rates for 
electric service furnished by the 
Aiabama Water Service Company 
in 21 South Alabama towns—An- 
dalusia, Ariton, Banks, Belleville,

“The revision provides an ‘ob- 
jective rate plan’ for urban real- 


cential and commercial and rural 
service and also makes revisiong 
in the street lighting rates. The 
revision in the residential classi- 
fication calls for an immediate re- 
;} duction of 13.7 per cent in the 


service revenue of the 
company; a reduction of 12 per 
cent in the urban commercial 
| Classification, and a reduction of 
25 per cent in the rural classifi- 
caution. Revision in the schedules 
for white way and municipal street 
lighting provides a 10 per cent 
| prompt payment discount, 
“Under the ‘objective rate plan’ 
it is estimated that the amount 
of reduction in the urban residen- 
tial and commercial and rural clas- 
sifications will ultimately amount 
| to approximately 30 per cent. The 
new low rates will become effec- 
live on bills rendered for service 
August 1, 1936, and thereafter,”

The reduction in rates is, the 
result of several months negotia- 
tions between Judge W. M. Brun- 
Son, peoples public service attor- 
ney, the Public Service Commis- 
sion, Officials of the several towns 
and cities and officials of the Ala- 
bama Water Service Campany. 

According to the notice, the re- 
ductions run from 10 per cent to 
25 per cent, with an ultimate re- 
sult of even greater reductions, 
Although the news dispatch states 
that the August 1st bills will bear 
the reduction, this is a mistake, 
according to Fred Cook, local man- 
ager for the company. The bills 
to be paid on August 1st are for 
Service rendered from June 16th 
to July 16, before the order was 
issued. Mr, Cook states that the 
first reduced billing will be on 
September ist.

Canning 

During the month, lessons have 
been given on canning soup mix- 
ture, butter beans, peas, and corn, 
The following suggestions have| 
been given on drying vegetables: 

Drying is not a means of utiliz- 
ing vegetables that are not good 
enough to can or to use fresh, It 
cannot improve the quality of any} 
material; it can at most merely 
preserve without deterioration, In 
consequence, there are a number; 
of indispensible prerequisites tc 


product. Material that deterio- 
rates rapidly after gathering, such} 
as sweet corn, must be gotten to 
the drying plant without delay, 
It is impossible to make good 
dried products from vegetables | 
that have been overheated and} 
wilted in transit or upon hucksters’ | 
stalls and have consequently be-| 
gun to undergo destructive chem-| 
ical changes, For first-class prod- | 
ucts the raw material must come | 
fresh and crisp from the field, } 
must undergo rigid examination 
for the removal of all diseased or| 
overripe and decaying portions and | 
must be treated throughout its} 
preparation for the drier in exact} 
accordance with directions. Any| 
material that would not be used} 
for canning or readily accepted | 
for cooking and serving on the) 
table will not make an acceptable | 

| 


dried product. | 
Practically all vegetables, after) 
being sliced or otherwise made} 


ready for the drier, should under- | 
go blanching. It is just here that} 


the final quality of the product 
is largely determined, since the! 


best material will be spoiled by} 
careless or improper blanching. | 
The word “blanching” is a can-| 
ner’s term and is applied to al 
brief treatment of the material 


; with boiling water or steam. There 


are several objects of the treat- 
ment: It stops destructive chem- 
ical changes by destroying the 
agents that produce them, conse-| 
quently prevents darkening or dis-| 
coloration; it preserves or “sets” | 
the natural color; it coagulates| 
some of the soluble constituents; | 
and it kills the protoplasm and} 
consequently accelerates the es-} 
cape of moisture in drying, Blanch- 
ing. must not be confused with 
cooking; it in no sense takes the 
| place of the subsequent cooking | 
in preparation for the table. If 
too long continued, it does harm! 
| by dissolving out some of the valu-| 
|able constituents, by breaking’ 
| down the pigments that give color! 
|to the material, or by converting 
| the starch into a partiany cooked} 
| paste. For these reasons blanch- 
ing, whether accomplished by dip- 
ping in hot water or by exposure} 
to steam, must be carefully and 
intelligently done.

In N.E. Section Of Coffee 


ENTERPRISE, Ala,—With the 
elimination of tuberculosis from 
the list of the world’s death-deal- 
ing diseases as a possible goal, a 
squad of national health surveyors 
began work in the northeast sec- 
tion of Coffee County Monday 

Included in the group are Dr, 
L. L, Lumsden and Dr, W. P 
Dearing of the Public Health Sev- 
vice, Washington, and four nurs- 


es, who have made outstanding 
records in surveys and similar 
health service in several States, 


They are Mrs, Helen Noble, Day- 
ton, Ohio; Mrs, Joseph D, Self, 
# native of HWlorence, Ala., now a 
resident of Asheville, N. C.; Miss 
Flora Dick, Louisville, Ky.; and 
Miss Margaret Club, San Francis- 
co. California, 

Dr. Dearing will be in active 
charge, working under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Lumden, 

For the survey the county has 
been figuratively quartered, Three 
months will be devoted to each 
section, allowing a month for com- 
pletion, 

The nurses will make a house 
to house canvas, filling a ques- 
tionnaire with the health history 
and habits of each family and the 
nature of the surrounding prem- 
ises. The history of any known 
case of tuberculosis and its prob- 
able cause will be sought. 

Factors that will be given in- 
tensive study will be the kinds of 
foods grown and eaten, vegetubles, 
fruits, dairy products, ete., in or- 
der to show the mineral and 
tamin content. Analysis will be 
made of the soil with a special 
study of dust, A sunshine meas- 
uring machine will tell of active 
and violet rays.

AUBURN, Ala,—Alabama coun- 
ly agents have distributed $38,-! 
237,230 in cash to farmers through- | 
out the State since the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment program start-| 
ed in 1983, Dr. L. N. Duncan, 
president of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute and director of 
the State extension service, an- 
nounced today. 

Dr. Duncan also reports that 
the total value of cotton and cot- 
ton seed advanced from $37,402,- 
G00 in 1932, the year before the 
agricultural adjustment program 
began, to $84,105,839 in 1935, an | 
increase of 125 per cent. ‘This 
increase in farm income has not 
only helped farmers but it has im- 
proved business conditiong 
throughout the State,” he said.

proven value in preventing the oc- 
currence of the disease as well as

how to recognize the symptoms 
should they occur, In beginning 
let me assure you that there is 


no need for alarm over the situa- 
tion in Coffee County, The Health 
Officer and members of the Coffee 
County Medical Society are keep- 
ing constantly on the alert and 
will institute proper measures of 
precaution when they deem them 
advisable 

There is no recognized specific 
cure for Infantile Paralysis, though 
there are certain rules of hygiene, 
as well as a nasal spray, composed 
of picric acid and alum, which 
have heen successfully employed 
to prevent the spread of the dia- 
Some of the general rules 
of hygiene are these: 
| 1. Avoid crowds. 
| 2. Keep your children at home, 
letting them play in the open air 
and sunshine, 
| %. Parents should see that chil- 
dren wash their hands before eat- 
ing, that they do not use public 
towels or drinking cups, that they 
cover nose and mouth when 
| coughing or sneezing and keep 
|fingers out of nose and mouth; 
j;put nothing in the mouth which 
has been soiled in the slighest de- 
gree by others. 

4. A child should never be kisa- 
ed on the mouth. He should have 
| good, simple food, and plenty of 
water to drink, He should go to 
| bed early and have regular bowel 
| movements. 

5. Fight flies, mice, rats and 
other vermin and remember that 
fresh air and sunlight are destroy- 
ers of germs, 

In view of the fact that Infan- 
tile Paralysis is thought to be 
transmitted from one individual 
to another by secretions from the 
nose and throat and that it gains 
entrance into the body through 
the lining membrane of the nose, 
® spray composed of picric acid 
and alum is used to lessen the 
secretions from this membrane 
and render it less absorbent to 
foreign particles which are breath- 
ed in. It forms an antiseptic pro- 
tective coating and should be ad- 
ministered by a physician for the 
first few applications at least. It 
is possible that the effect of the 
disease is so slight upon some per- 
sons that it is not recognized and 
yet such persons carry the infec- 
tion to others. 

If your child has fever, vomiting 
and restlessness, put him to bed 
and promptly call your family doc- 
tor. The child may not have In 
fantile Paralysis but if he has, 
prompt action on your part may 
}spare him months and even years 
| of helplessness. The doctor may 
be able to prevent the crippling 
effects which are the worst fea- 
| tures of this disease if he is called 
in before the arms or legs begin 
| to be weak and paralyzed.
